THE  LITERATURE  OF  THE  SCOTTISH 
REFORMED  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

What  ultimately  became  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  which,  in 
one  form  or  another,  had  existed  from  Reformation  times,  was  first 
organised  in  the  year  1681,  as  John  Howie  tells  in  his  Faithful  Contending s 
Displayed,  1780 — a book  derived  from  the  MSS.  of  Michael  Shields,  another 
member  of  the  same  body.  During  the  next  few  years  the  scattered 
remnants  were  served  by  a settled  form  of  government,  consisting  of 
several  courts,  corresponding  roughly  to  those  of  to-day  : ministers  were 
chosen  and  gave  itinerant  service  to  the  adherents,  but  these  appoint- 
ments were  for  various  reasons  ultimately  abandoned  and  presbyteries, 
etc.,  set  up.  For  several  years,  however,  they  had  no  settled  ministry. 
This  continued  till  1706,  until  on  December  1 the  Rev.  John 
Macmillan,  who  had  been  minister  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in  Balmaghie, 
threw  in  his  lot  with  these  Cameronians.  He  died  in  1753- 

From  1706  onward  Macmillan  stood  alone,  refusing  to  ordain  his 
only  helper,  the  Rev.  John  McNeil  or  McNeillie,  who  remained  a pro- 
bationer till  his  death  on  December  10,  1732.  In  1743  Macmillan  was 
joined  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Nairn,  who  had  been  the  Church  of  Scotland 
ordained  minister  of  Abbotshall,  Fifeshire.  His  adhesion  enabled  a 
Presbytery  to  be  formed,  and  certain  students  were  ordained.  The 
Church  had  no  further  difficulties  in  that  direction. 

The  following  pages  contain  the  names  of  books  produced  either  by 
the  ministers  and  members  of  the  Church,  or  by  those  who  wrote  in 
controversy  against  them.  As  was  to  be  expected  the  items  become  more 
numerous  as  the  Church  increased  in  size  and  influence.  It  is  surprising 
how  many  betook  themselves  to  the  pen.  It  will  be  found  that  hardly  a 
question  agitated  the  Church  that  did  not  find  expression  through  the 
press.  More  than  once  the  Church  had  to  face  disruption.  At  the  time 
when  it  was  organised  there  were  several  who  for  one  reason  or  another 
held  aloof  from  it,  and  did  not  preserve  silence.  Among  these  were,  e.g., 
the  packman,  Patrick  Walker,  and  the  Edinburgh  schoolmaster,  John 
M'Main.  Several  formed  themselves  into  groups,  as  did  the  men  who 
broke  away  from  Macmillan  in  1753,  and  set  up  a rival  organisation,  which 
lasted  for  a time  ; the  quartet  who  in  1863  formed  the  remanent  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  still  exists  in  an  attenuated  shape  ; and  the 
solitary  minister  who  joined  the  dissentients  after  the  larger  union  with 
the  Free  Church.  Each  of  these  bodies  shared  in  the  literature  of  the 
Church. 
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Several  ministers  have  added  considerably  to  the  literary  output  of 
the  Church.  Among  these  may  be  named  Dr.  Archibald  Mason  of  Wishaw, 
who  dealt  largely  in  prophecy  ; Dr.  Peter  MTndoe  of  Chirnside  and 
afterwards  of  Kilmarnock,  who  was  a gifted  preacher  ; two  brothers, 
Prof.  Andrew  Symington,  D.D.,  of  Paisley,  and  Prof.  William  Symington, 
D.D.,  of  Glasgow,  both  of  whom  wrote  voluminously  ; Dr.  W.  H.  Goold, 
of  Edinburgh,  who  edited  many  important  volumes  from  the  German, 
and  was  the  first  Reformed  Presbyterian  to  occupy  the  chair  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  ; Dr.  M.  G.  Easton,  who  was  laurelled 
for  his  contributions  to  literature  ; Dr.  William  Binnie,  D.D.,  who  was  a 
professor  in  Aberdeen  ; Dr.  John  G.  Paton,  who  became  a missionary  in 
the  New  Hebrides,  and  many  others  like  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Thomson,  of 
Eaglesham  and  Hightae,  who  wrote  a classical  volume  on  The  Martyr 
Graves  of  Scotland  ; Matthew  Hutchison,  who  sent  out  a History  of  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  Scotland  ; and  Robert  Naismith,  who 
published  an  Historical  Sketch  of  the  same  Church. 

Few  have  ventured  into  the  region  of  popular  literature,  although 
S.  R.  Crocket  belonged  originally  to  an  R.P.  family.
